PVRIS IPU-President Eisenhower 
told the opening session of the first 
; NATO summit conference today 
the West still holds “ the margin of 
power.” 


But he s«id the Western nations 
j “ must work to maintain this lead 
over the Communist bloc” because 
the triumph of freedom over des- 
| potism is not inevitable 
“ It takes a lot of hard work 
(and sacrifice by a lot of people 
to bring about the inevitable,” he 
declared. 
The President said in his key­ 
note speech the Atlantic alliance 
nations are willing to join the So­ 
viet Union in bringing “ under r a ­ 
tional control in the common in­ 
terest” what he termed “ vast psy* 
sical forces which cast a pall over 
the world.” 
Calls For Mrength 
“ Until that can be done,” Els- 
enhower said, “ we must continue 
to create and substain within the 
free world the necessary strength 
to make certain of the common 
security. 
All of us must have the 
assurance that the strength will 
be used to sustain peace and free­ 
dom.” 
“ We are in a fast-running cur­ 
rent of the great stream of his­ 
tory,” he Said. “ Heroic efforts will 
long be needed to steer the world 
toward true peace.” 
“ The forces arrayed against us 
are formidable but not irresisti­ 
ble.”
